W hen you fust receive the program. 
MAKE A BACK-UP. Keep the original 
in a saie place and work only with 
the back-up. Now run the program (type RUN 
PAGEMAKER. 1"). Because the AA version was 
modified to run on the 464, only two fonts are 
available, 'standard' or 'thin", Choose which you 
want to use. You will now be given a choice of 
whether to Print or Edit. As you've r.ot got any- 
thing to print yet, choose Edit, 

After the editor has loaded, a blank screen 
with a flashing square in the centre will appear. 
This is the cursor" , and indicates the position 
that text will appear at when typed. To snove it, 
use the arrow keys. Text is typed straight onto 
the screen and the cursor can be moved any 
time. 

Afl the keyboard characters (except chaiac- 
tess accessed by 'CTRL/key; J can be typed The 
rest of the ASCII character set, which are not 
usually a va Liable, can be copied onto the screen 
using the charbar The charbar is shown at the 
bottom of the screen in the status window (see 
screen shot}. 

The charbar is made up from ten characters 
(area A), a single character (area B) and a fur- 
ther ten characters (area C).

The printer can handle both single sheets and 
continuous paper. It has a push-feed tractor 
mechanism, the mechanism is hidden away at 
the back, and so doesn't have to be removed 
every time you want to change the type of paper 
you're using. Actually, it's even a lot more clever 
than that. It has auto paper parking, which 
means that with a press of a button the tractor 
feed will actually pull the paper backwards 
through the printer H til it's safely out of the way 
(but still connected to the feed mechanism). Now 
you can run off h few letters to your bank man- 
ager on your posh headed paper and r once that's 
finished, a touch of a button will bring the contin- 
uous p;i])er back in line. This cuts out Iols of 
hassle and you don't destroy more trees than you 
have to through wasted sheets of paper. Clever, 
eh? 

The same mechanics allow another neat fea- 
ture to be incorporated. The printer has drop-in 
loading' for single sheets. So instead of all that 
fiddly lining up and scrolling the paper to the 
right position with the platen knob, you simply 
drop it in place between the paper guides, It's 
automatically scrolled to the right place, perfectly 
lined up and ready to start printing. 

Bui the area that this printer really excels m 
is speed. It can churn out pages very quickly 
indeed, an astonishing 300 characters a second is 
its claimed top speed This is quicker than any 
other 9-pins we know of, and can beat a good 
many 24 -pins hands down

It's not a bad looking machine, either. With its 
rounded edges it looks lite something out of a 
70s sci-fi movie. The buttons on the front panel 
are raised plastic avals. They're a bit tacky look 
sng - the pressure pad buttons found on most 
printers are better and feel more positive. But 
that's just an opinion. Who knows, in a years' 
time we may all be wearing them. 

The printer has a 3K input buffer. Good, but 
not that good. The disadvantage with small 
buffers is that the computer is constancy 
intempted by the printer for more data, whereas 
bigger buffers lake more information and so you 
can get on with your computing while the printer 
gets on with the printing. This printer 1 s memory 
can be easily expanded, though. An SK RAM chip 
can be installed by plugging a chip into an empty 
socket, providing 11K total memory. 

Two fonts are provided and depend on the 
emulation mode used - there's a choice of IBM 
Proprimer or Epson. The IBM mode is more ver-

The first of which is that the 6128 Plus can- 
rjnr rnnnpcr to in pxtprna) casstntt* recorder 
There is simply no socket m which to plug one 
inwt It is possible to have the computer modi- 
fied and having a tape loading facility put in, 
but that involves opening up the case and a bit 
ot soldering, and of course that invalidates your 
guarantee. 

And if that wasn't enough r it s by no means 
easy to transfer software from tape to disk 
Commercial software often has some form ot 
built-in protection with the express purpose of 
preventing you from copying software in this 
way. Thi* is because the software houses are 
concerned that if it was easy to copy soft ware it 
would lead to widespread piracy. 

There are a number of utilities that will 
enable you to transfer tape software onto drsJr, 
but these programs are ejuire old and can't 
really oope with some of the more jnodern meth- 
ods of program-protection. 

Probably the best bet is to get hold of a 
Multiface II . This is a black box' that fits into 
the back of the computer and remains inactive 
until you press a button on top of the unit - this 
suspends the operations of the computer and 
the Multiface takes over. From here you can do 




a number of things, including saving the entire 
program to disk. Each Multiface has a special 
serial number buili-m and you can only reload 
software on the same device that saved it This 
is to prevent piracy} 

There are several other advantages with the 
Multiface, You can save games mid-way - bril- 
hant when you've got past the end-of -level 
nasty for the first iime J You can also examine 
and hack around with the code - great for find- 
ing cheats for infinite lives! 

You can': transfer multi-load games, though, 
because these programs expect to load in later 
levels from tape. And I bet you thought it was 
going to be easy!

One more piece of advice when buying 
printers - shop around!

Stop Press \s a great program and does what 
Its designed to do very well - which, unfortu- 
nately is not word processing. Sure, you can 
make your work look very presentable with 
pretty pictures and whatever, but for banging 
out copy 1 really thmk you d he bettet off with a 
proper word processor. Besides, once you've 
finished writing it s easy to then unpen the text 
mto Stop Press and do pretty things with it 
then. 

We use Protest in the AA office - it's very 
quick and easy to use and ideal for those who 
write a lot of text. Other contenders include 
Brunword which has a buiir-ui dictionary - use- 
ful il your spelling 's Ml too hot. and Mini Office 
U which contains a whole selection of other pro- 
grams with it and is dead cheap.

Moving blocks of memory 

I have just had a letter from Mr Cyborg of the 
satellite Ganymede who says that I am a ram- 
pant nutter and I never read his letters. True, I 
can t Tead Martian (except after a cup of coffee!). 

Anyway, to move blocks of memory here 
there and everywhere, we use the LHR, LH LBSR 
or LB instructions. These instructions save us 
the trouble of moving data address by address 
Below is an explanation of each of the instruc- 
tions and for a demonstration of them in action, 
see listing 2 

LIU HL holds the address of the data to be 

moved 

it holds the destination address 

K contains the number of bytes to move 

HL and K are incremented and K is decremented. 
This instruction is executed repeatedly in a loop 
until K equals zero 



LDI Same as LDO except it is not a continu- 
ous loop. The only difference being that 
the Parity/Overflow (lag is reset if K^6. 
The if FMMms instruction can then 
be used to jump to an address if K=fl 
However, it is easier to use the LMR 
instruction. 

LE5K Same as LI IK except K and HL are 

decremented. 
LCD Same as LSI except 91 and HL are 

decremented. 

Bearing these explanations in mind, it would be 
wise to use the LDIR or LDDR instructions as 
these are simpler and more compact All four 
methods are demonstrated for you in listing 2 
just incase!

Comms is short for "commujiicationjs 4 , and 
basically is all about computers talking to each 
other The most vital ingredient in this little 
tete-a tete is the HS232 interface Every com- 
puter needs to have one to be able to join the 
conversation.

Modems and audio add-ons come under the spotlight this 
month, in the best guide to CPC purchases around (oh 
yes indeed)**. 




Any modem (except peihaps one stolen 
from a Martian spaceship) will work with 
your CPC There are lots of different 
modems available, and these vary In price 
eflOEmou£ly< depending on how many fea- 
tures (bells and whistles) they have 

There are a number of different baud 
rates, the standard one (which most 
modems have) being V23 (1200/75). You 
can also get V21 (300/300), V22 
(1200/1200), V22bis {24GD724O0) and V23 
viewdata (as V23, but viewdata emulation 
required). These are important when 
pbone^gabbing to other computers or link- 
ing up with bulletin boards,

Interfaces (e.g. ST r PC, Mac), and only need a 
cable and a bit of comms software to get gab 
biag. In the case of the CPC, you'll need to buy 
an Interface, These cost around £60 £60 
(including the relevant software ROM ready 
installed), but Axnstr ad stopped making them 
three years ago. Companies like Maplin, Pace 
and Cboktt also produce (produced?) versions, 
and you're more likely to pick up one of these. 
If you re lucky you might be able to find a mail 
order outlet, manufacturer or private adver- 
tiser willing to off-load one on you. But you'll 
have to hunt around. 

Once you've got an 85232 plugged in. you 



only need a simple cable to connect your CPC 
to another computer, You can then transfer 
files that use standard file formats (eg ASCII) 
between the two. If the machine you want 
Arnold to chat to isn't in the same room, both 
computers will need to be attached to phone 
lines (via modems). They can then gab using 
the miracle of British Telecom (ahem). 

Co mtnt software 

The most commonly used (and easily avail- 
able) oomms software, other than that 
supplied with the FS232s, is the comms pro- 
gram on Mini Office 2. This, like everything on 
MQ2 is usable but fairly limited. The maxi- 
mum transmit/receive rate is 1200. 

Whilst th^s is toe foi telephone 'interfac- 
ing' (most cheapish modems can only handle 
up to 1200 or 2400 anyway), it might prove a 
cherry trifle slow where same-room cable links 
are concerned. 



Bulletin Boards
